The  water  of  the  Clifford  scheme  is  soravdiat  peaty,  but  none  of  vra.ters 
used  for  domestic  supply  within  the  area  appear  to  have  any  appreciable  effect 
upon  metals,  and  water  mains  cu’e  usually  of  galvanised  iron.  There  is  one 
stand-pipe  in  use  on  the  Clifford  scheme,  and  one  on  the  Dorstonc  Scheme. 


During  the  year,  shortage  of  water  was  still  experienced  in.  Clifford 
parish,  although  an  additional  storage  tank  of  20,000  gallons  capacity  Yre.3 
installed  in  the  previous  yeatr.  For  a time  it  appeared  to  inprove  the  supplies 
but  subsequent  shortage  showed  that  there  was  a significant  fall  in  the  amount 
of  water  collected  from  certain  of  the  springs. 

In  addition  to  these  piped  schemes  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  there 
are  a.  number  of  other  small  piped  schemes  ov/ned  by  private  ovnaers.  A list  of 
the  more  inportant  of  these  was  given  m the  Annuail  Report  for  1938* 

Generally  speaking,  the  area  is  not  adequately  supplied  with  v^ater,  and 
shortage  of  v/ater  in  parts  of  the  area  does  occur  during  the  summer  months. 
Shenmore,  Madley  was  affected  this  way.  In  addition  owing  to  technical 
defects  in  the  punping  plant  the  R.A.P.  mains  failed  a.t  one  time. 

There  are  numerous  private  wells  which  serve  as  supplies  for  one  or  twO' 
dv/elllngs,  not  v/ithout  some  success  as  regards  the  quantity  of  water  airailablo- 

C'/ving  to  the  very  large  number  of  water  supplies  in  use  throughout  the 
Rara.l  Ic'-strict,  it  is  very  difficult  to  exercise  control  of  the  quality  of 
waber  consumed  for  pota.ble  and  other  purposes.  All  the  piped  supplies  prev- 
i.dcd  by  the  Local  Authority  give  v/ater  of  good  potable  quality.  The  small 
piped  schemes  in  the  hands  of  private  omers  are,  generally  speaking,  of 
reasonable  potable  quality.  The  quality  of  the  wa.ter  yielded  by  the  numerous 
individual-  wells  and  springs  is  of  vo.raable  quality. 

In  the  middle  period  of  the  yean,  a deterioration  of  the  quality  of  the 
water  supjplied  to  the  R.A.P,  manns  in  Kingstone  and  Ivladley  parishes  was  detector. 
This  unproved  v/hen  the  storage  tank  on  the  site  v/as  cleansed,  but  certain 
technical  difficulties  at  the  pumping  sta.tion  wore  also  contributory.  $hG 
Ocuncul  is  faced  with  difficulty  in  exercising  control  cvei’  this  supply  end 
the  present  ill-defmod  position  needs  clarification  if  the  supply  is  to 
give  o-dequa.te  supply  of  wholesome  water  a.t  all  times.

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■rhoro  are  no  public  sovrers  v/ithin  the  Rural  District.  In  the  paris 
of  X'-ijTgstone  and  Madley  a system  of  sewers  constructed  during  the  War  in 
connootion  with  the  R.ii.P,  establishment  remained  unchanged.  The  Cou’-  ci 
continued  the  management  of  the  disposal  works  erected  in  conjunction  wl'-; 
x-hese  sev/ers.  These  works  are  of  considerable  size,  and  contain  settl.ou 
tanks,  rotary  biological  filters  and  sludge  ftfeaks;.  The  flow  of  sewage  a 
present  being  dealt  . v/ith  is  a small  fraction  of  the  ma:xiraum  volume  wi'ch  ' 
the  works  oa  n properly  treat. 


L small  sewage  disposal  installation  was  constructed  in  connection  wl 
tne  Council  Housing  Scheme  in  Orcop.  This  deals  v;ith  the  drainage  from  ^ 
Sijall  group  of  dv/ellings. 


Twenty-one  nexv  drains  were  constructed  for  dwelling  houses,  and  three 
for  oxher  pre  mises.

Tho  rural  district  contains  and  is  bounded  by  f'-  number  of  rivers. 
The  River  Wye  in  the  north  forms  part  of  the  ]3oundajry  of  the  anea  as  it 
fJ.ov's  form  Hay  to  Clifford  and'  then  to  Bredwardine.  This  strefetth  is 
remarkabile  for  the  beauty  of  the  scenery. 

In  the  west  of  the  area  the  River  Monnow  rises  above  Cra.sv/all  and 
follows  a roughly  south  easterly  course.  It  passes  llanvcynoe,  Longteww 
and  Wallersone,  turns  eastward  to  Monmouth  Gap  v/here  it  is  joined  by  it  v 
but  ary  the  River  Dore,  which  ha.s  flowed  down  the  golden  va.llcy.  The  Mc.i'-"' 
then  pursues  a winding  course  until  Kentchurch  is  reached  v/hore  it  lea\ 
the  boundary  of  the  District  on  its  v/aydovm  to  Monmouth.

The  District  contains  much  wonderful  scenery,  for  the  Black  Mountains 
form  the  western  boundary,  and  the  area  is  a land  of  silver  rivers  and 
border  castles,  rich  in  legend  and  in  historical  a.ssociations.  Nevertheless, 
it  does  not  appco.r  to  bo  so  attractive  to  campers  as  some  other  aix;a^,  and 
camping  constitutes  no  significant  public  health  problem  at  the  present  time. 

Two  sites  v/ero  used  for  con^ping  purposes  during  1 948.  The  maximum 
number  of  campers  present  within  the  area,  on  any  one  day  is  estimated  at  40 
persons  v/hich  is  a decrease  on  the  number  of  the  previous  year.  No  licenses 
were  issued  by  the  Council  with  respect  to  camping  sites  under  Section  269  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Two  harvest  canps  were  provided  and  maanta-ined  by  the  County  Agricultural

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SECTION  D,  HOUSING;- 

Progress  of  the  Council’s  building  programme,  for  the  provision  of  neyr 
dwellings  continued  to  make  slow  progress,  although  14  now  dwellings  were 
convicted  by  the  end  of  the  year*  These  arc  distributed  in  four  poxishos.^ 
six  being  situated  in  Harold,  four  in  Peterchurch,  two  in  Orcop  ojid 

tv/D  in  Kilpock*  In  o.ddition  to  these  conpletcd  dwellings,  four  Council 
houses  weyc  under  construction  in  Clifford  and  -two  at  Orcop  but  were 
incon5)lete  at  the  end  of  the  year* 

This  somewhat  slow  progress  may  bo  attributed  to  a number  of  causes. 

Tlio  naibure  of  the  area  is  not  favourable  to  speedy  erection  of  buildings*.  1 
contains  many  hills  and  roads  are  frequently  long  and  difficult*  Suitable 
building  sites  are  not  easily  obtained,  the  inadequacy  of  water  supplies  beirrg 
particulary  prone  to  cause  difficulty. 

Private  persons,  by  the  erection  of  dv/cllings,  made  a slight  contribution 
to  the  housing  accommodation  by  completing  four  dv/ellings,  tvro  of  these  being 
situated  in  Cusop  parish,  whilst  one  new  house  was  erected  in  Llejiveynoe  and 
another  in  Madley. 

UIDLEI.  R.A.P.  !- 

The  old  buildings  in  this  former  R.A.F*  establishment  continued  to  be 
occupied  throughout  the  year  by  homeless  families,  and  at  the  end  of  the  yea'" 
families  comprising  about  1,000  persons  were  accoraraoda.ted.  Further  dilap.xL- 
at  ion  occurred  in  many  of  these  buildings,  a.nd  measures  to  protect  the 
inhabitants  from  the  weather  proved  somewhat  iSostly. 

A serious  efford  was  made  by  the  Council  to  improve  conditions  in  a 
of  ways  on  this  large  estate  of  temporary  habitations* 

A number  of  families  v/ere  allowed  to  move  into  less  dilapidated  buildin.jo 
and  these  la.tter,  being  beyond  further  use  as  habitations*  were  then  dis- 
mantled.  With  regard  to  some  of  the  bhildings  of  a more  permanent  nature^ 
work  of  conversion  into  improved  dwellings  was  begui'i,  buildings  of  this  na’:u.^ 
when  converted  providing  fairly  satisfactory  acconmodation  . In  additievi., 
Council  provided  cooking  stoves  and  closets  in  a nunibor  of  these  temporary 
dwellings. 

The  tenants  continued  to  enjoy  an  electricity  supply  throughout  the  yor^.- 
9 Management  of  the  estate  continued  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Peers,  wlx'  contiii  ' 
ued  to  handle  the  many  problems  which  arose  with  ta.ct  and  efficiency. 

It  is  possible  that  . further  conversions  can  produce  still  moi'c  imp- 
rovement  on  this  estate,  and  the  possibility  of  the  use  of  some  of  the  sates 
for  the  purpose  of  erection  new  dwellings  merits  further  consideration  by  ■n"'w 
Council,  Certain  of  these  sites  are  provided  with  water  supply,  drr‘?inago 
and  a roadway,  v/hich  must  have  some  value  in  connection  with  a buildit:g 

It  is  obvious  that  a number  of  the  existing  buildings  will  cventva  Lry 
become  unfit  for  human  h.abitQ.tion  and  new  acocamnodationwill  bo  required  tG..'

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  392  purveyors  of  milk  registorod 
with  the  Local  Authority,  of  these,  3"! 7 were  registered  as  Vitiolesale  puiaHr/V’.'s  . 
33  S.S  pTATveyors  by  wholesale  and  retail  and  22  o-s  retail  purveyors. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  cov/'sheds  and  dairies  made  was  260,  and  ae 
a result  of  those  inspections,  8 defects  v/ere  discovered  and  remedied  after 
informal  action.  The  number  ofpi;irveyors  registered  showed  an  increase  of  one 
on  the  corresponding  number  of  the  previous  i 

In  the  continuous  efforts  by  the  Sanito.ry  Inspector  to  secure  in^rovemcn 
in  the  quality  of  the  milk  produced,  seven  samples  of  v/ater  used  on  registcino 
premises  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  but  al., 
were  found  to  be  of  satisfactory  potable  quality. 

There  are  no  plants  for  the  pasteurization  of  milk  situated  within  the 
District,  and  no  licences  .oi"  supplementary  licences  for  the  sa.le  of  pasteur- 
ized milk  wore  iissued  by  the  Council.  There  v/a.s  no  evidence  tha.t  any  acute 
infectious  dises.so  was  caused  by  the  consumption  of  milk  sold  within  the  area  . 
No  pasteurized  or  heat  treated  milk  appears  to  be  sold.
